EMPHATICALLY DENIES

To Offset Disaster of Un- 
favorable Russ Reply, 
Welshman Sets to Work 
on New Plan.

Genoa, May 8.—Lloyd George has 
stepped into the breach in one last 
effort to pull the collapsing Genoa 
conference together while Russia and 
France, both expecting it to fail, are 
trying in advance to shift the blame 
each on the other. 

Russia frankly wants to see the con- 
ference fail as she believes she could 
drive better bargains individually with 
the allies. France objects to the 
terms the allies are proposing and is 
openly predicting the failure of the 
conference. But each nation is busy 
trying o convince the world that if 
the conference collapses it will be the 
other nations that are responsible. 

Even Lloyd George, whose optimism 
exceeds that of anyone else here, now 
admits that the Russian reply to the 
allied emorandum, if unfavorable, 
might upset the whole Genoa scheme. 
Nut he is advising caution at this 
time—“one of the most critical mo- 
ments of th: e8nference.” 

Reply Possible Today. 

The Russian reply will not be ready 
before Tuesday, Leonid Krassin, for- 
eign trade commissar, told the United 
News. 

Lloyd George also indicated he ex- 
pected the answer in twenty-four 
hours. 

“The fate of the whole conference, 
including the non-aggression pact, de- 
pends on the character of the Russian 
reply.” Lioyd George told American 
and British correspondents.

held in New York city on Decem- 
ber 1. 

The new constitution reduces the 
number of vice presidents from six to 
three and in place of nihe managers 
fourteen councilors are substituted.

Closer Co-operation With 
America Is Sought by

SAY U. S. WAS WISE

France Announces She 
Will Not Recognize

Paris, May 8.— Premier Poincare 
is seeknig closer co-operation with 
the United States in dealing with 
European problems, especially that 
involving soviet Russia. 

This became apparent when it was 
authoritatively announced that 


France would not recognize the so- 


viet government except after agree- 
ment with the United States. 

French high officials are evine- 
ing greater respect for America’s 
foreign policy, especially snice the 
Genoa difficulites. 

Whether they are looking ahead to 
a possible rupture with Great Brit- 
ain, in which case the United States 
would be the only great power they 
could turn to, is not. known. But 
high officials have left no doubt that 
they will endeavor to act in harmony 
with America’s views whenever pos- 
sible. 

Failure Inevitable. 

France, it is learned, concedes that 
the breaking up of the conference is 
inevitable, convinced that the soviet 
reply will be either negative or in- 
conclusive, Every time the allies

A. R. Noles and W. S. Morgan while 
attempting to escape.

who was knocked unconscious by a 
rock, were reported to be resting com- 
fortably and improved by rhysicians 
at the Grady. 

Three negroes also are held in jail 
in connection with the shooting.

The negro, Albert Everett, who was 
seriously wounded by officers, will be 
placed in the jail as soon as his con- 
dition has sufficiently improved, ac- 
cording to the police. 

Hur according to the officers, 
claims to have shot in defense of his 
own life, and after he had been as 
saulted by a large number of white 
boys at the corner of Bellewood ave-

Rear Admiral to Speak. 

A feature of marked importance 
will be the address of Rear Admiral 
Fullam, who will outline the possi- 
bilities of commercial aviation in the 
development of overseas commerce. 
Admiral Fullam is in Atlanta to per- 
fect plans for the formation of a 
branch of the National Aeronautical 
association in this city, and has con- 
ferred at length with the mayor, of- 
ficials of the chamber of commerce 
and local eivie clubs concerning de- 
tails of the project. The association 
is an outgrowth of the Aero club of 
America and as outline4 by Admiral 
Fullam in a special interview Mon- 
day, is engaged in promoting aero- 
nautics throughout the country for 
commercial and national purposes 
with the definite objects of establish- 
ing air routes, landing fields, the ex- 
tension of the air mail service and 
ultimately to carry aviation as far 


as le across the seas and along 
the coasts and West Indies, and to 
South American ports. 


“It is generally reocgnized that air 
power will dominate in war ashore 
and afloat,” stated the admiral. “Com. 
manding the air, you command the 
surface below, whether on land or 
at sea. Therefore the nation that 
loses the command of the air will be 
completely at the mercy of a nation 
that attacks it from the air. 

“If we command the air with a 
strong air force we cannot be in 
vaded from overseas. It will not be 
possible in the future to send an army 
overseas against the nation that has 
a powerful air force. The army could 
never land under such conditions, or, 
if by any chance troops did land, they 
would never return because their 
transports would be destroyed unless 
completely protected from above. 
landing of our 000,000 men in 
France was only possible because Ger- 
many could not attack them with an 
air force at that time, and her sub- 


marines were ordered not to attack | 
transports.

Protect Weak Nations. 

“Air forces, reinforced by subma- 
rines and mines, will protect even a 
weak nation against aggression and 
invasion from overseas.

There may be 
continental wars a-plenty—that is, 
wars in Europe, in Asia and in Amer- 
ica—but to carry on war across the 
ocean will be practically impossible 
in the future. Intercontinental wars 
will be discouraged. This is admit- 
ted by the best naval authorities in 
Europe and in the United States, 

“The army and navy wish to see 
commercial aviation developed be- 
cause congress could never appropri- 
ate money enough to supply air forces 
for war alone. The commercial equip- 
ment will be used by the army and 
navy in times of war. The Washing- 
ton conference placed no limit upon 
the number of airplanes and airships 
a nation could have, because it right-

The deplorable death of Judge 
Beverly D. Evans, United States 
district judge for the southern dis- 
trict of Georgia, has robbed the fed- 
eral bench of one of its ablest zur 


ists; the bar, of one ot its most dis- 


tinguished members, and the state, 
of a citizen whose place will de 
hard to fill. 

A native Georgian, Judge Evans 
spent his entire life in this state, 
save for the few years that he 
spent in pursuit of his education at 
Yale; and it was a life spent in 
service to his community and his 
fellow man. 

Natwithstanding the fact that he 
died young in years and at the very 
height of his usefulness to his state 
and country, he had attained a 
point of eminence in his profession 
which it is the privilege and with- 
in the intellectual power of rela- 
tively few men to gain. 

He was actuated throughout his 
career by the most exalted motives. 
He had high standards of conduct 
in his proiession, as a judge, and 
as a member of the bar and of the 
community in which he lived; and 
he used them for the elevation of 
his profession and for the better 
ment of society. 

The influence of such a life as 
his never dies, but lives on and en- 
nobles and enriches the other lives 
influenced by it. 

The passing of Judge Evans is 
a bereavement to the many thou 
sands who knew him and a dis 
tinct loss to the state and to the 
nation. 


KEEP IT UP! 

It is gratifying to the Atlanta 
public to be assured that the Citi- 
zens’ Safety association has re- 
sumed its campaign to reduce traf- 
fic hazard on the streets of this 
city. 

The association did splendid 
service last fall and winter, mainly 
in an educational way, but there is 
still much to be done, and the an- 
nouncement which accompanied 
that of its election of a new corps 
of officers the other day, to the 
effect that the organization “is 
planning to resume warfare against 
reckless automobile drivers,” is 
highly reassuring. 

It is largely due to the commend- 
able educational campaign conduct; 
ed under the auspices of this or- 
ganization that our splendid down- 
town treffic signal system was in- 
stalled, that the street intersec- 
tions in the congested district were 
marked with safety lines, and that 
the dangerous practice of “jay- 
walking” has been practically elim- 
inated. 

But despite these marked im- 
provements, the death rate by ac- 
cidents on the streets of Atlanta is 
still deplorably and inordinately 
high. 

This fact, according to officials 
of the association, is due, not to 
carelessness or negligence on the 
part of pedestrians, but mainly to 
recklessness or criminal heedless- 
ness on the part of automobile dri 
vers. 

George A. Deibert, secretary of 
the organization, issued a state 
ment a few days ago in which h 
said: . 

We want to pay the general 
walking publie a compliment for the 
splendid manner in which it has 
taken up the matter of obeying 
traffic rules and in doing its part 
and more toward making Atlanta's 
streets safe for pedestrians. 

“The people are obeying the sig- 
nal lights in the new traffic tow- 
ers with highly commendable spirit, 
and I have even seen them stop and 
look fo~ the lights when the tow- 
ers were not in action. Atlanta is 
realizing the worth of these tow- 
ers, and she Is doing all in her pow- 
er to make their opération a stic- 
cess. 

‘Safety zones, crossing lines and 
other traffic devices are being 
splendidly obeyed, and the walker 
is doing his full sharé toward keep- 
ing down the toll of recklessness.” 
All of this is most gratifying, and 
speaks well both for the methods 
employed by the association ‘and 
for the mauner in which the public

It is common knowledge that the 
present city government gave away 
for a song the streets of Atlanta un- 
der a perpetual franchise, Your pres- 
ent city government has power to do 
anything in the way of franchises, 
and your most valued assets may be 
given away by a few politicians, and 
when it is.over you cannot tell in the 
maze of the present system who is 
to blame. And worst of all is that 
this procedure may be taken quietly 
without pubiic knowledge of it. Only 
a few years ago this very thing hap- 
pened, and you are tied up with an 
iron-bound contract with the power 
company, and the city is not even 
able to audit its books or have any 
information to verify the gross re- 
ceipts or anything else. 

Those interested in the Watkins- 
Atlanta plan charter are not out to 
“get” the power company, but we 
8 a charter which protects the peo- 
pie. 
ities right and have the best in the 
world, but we insist that the public 
utilities treat the people right and 
fairly. 

People Must Decide. 

The Watkins-Atlanta plan provides 
that no franchise running longer than 
ten years shall be granted by the board 
of aldermen without submitting the 
matter to a vote of the people and 
upon a majority vote of the people. 
The Watkins-Atlanta plan is demo- 
cratic. An important grant must be 
made by the people just as a board of 
directors of a corporation must sub- 
mit important matters to the stock- 
holders and just as the governing 
board of your church submit the big 
questions to the members. 

One of the greatest weaknesses of 
the present city government is that 
important matters and small matters 
may be put through the city hall 
quietly. The politicians may put it 
over on the people, and you probably 
know of instances where they have 
done so. The Watkins-Atlanta plan 
provides in this franchise matter, aa 
in other matters, for dealing open 
and above board. “No such proposed 
ordinance shall be adopted by the 
board of aldermen until it has been 
printed in full and until a public writ- 
ten report containing written recom- 
mendations thereon shall have been 
made to the board of aldermen by the 
chief of administration, until adequate 
PUBLIC HEARINGS shall have n 
held on such ordinance by the com- 
mittee to which it is referred, and 
until at least two weeks after its of- 
ficial publication in final form.” 

Provides for Audit. 

The Watkins-Atianta plan also pro- 
vides for an audit of the affairs of 
public utilities, so that the city knows 
what is going on iu its streets. It is 
a well-known fact that under the pres. 
ent system the real reason that we are 
not able successfully to control our 
rate questions is that we have no data 
or information on which to base our 
contentions. The Watkins-Atlanta 
plan gives us a complete modern sys- 
tem to keep a check on these rates, 
so that all parties may be treated fair- 
ly. It also provides for a separate 
accounting system for city-owned pub- 
lic utilities such as the waterworks, 
so that we may know how valuable or 
how expensive they are. 

The Choate plan gives all power to 
the mayor except some minor formali- 
ties to the board of aldermen, and the 
only reference to public utilities is 


a provision that they may grant fran} ki 


ckises, but not longer than ten years 
without a vote of the people. No pub 
licity or hearings are provided for and 
no audit. No provision is made to 
gather and keep the information so 
necessary to fair dealing in these mat- 
ters. 

If you believe in democracy, if you 
believe in not letting the city hall poli- 
ticians “put it over“ on you, if you 
believe in making these contracts so 
vital to your city after due delibera- 
tion and public consideration, if you 
believe in proper auditing to know 
what you have and what you are 
spending and giving away, if yon want 
clean, efficient city government, vote 
for the Watkins-Atlanta plan. Come 
out May 16 and vote. It is vital in 
your city’s political life.

Granting franchises, or extending or 
modifying existing franchises, is by 
far the most important function per- 
formed by the legislative body of a 
city government. Therefore, it is 
vital for the people to ask what pro- 

isions are made in the three pending 

arters to safeguard their interests. 

Hov. man, compose the legisla- 
tive body? How are they elected? 
How is their authority over franchises 
checked and made safe? 

The present charter gives a coun- 
cil of three from each ward, two of 
whom are councilmen nominated by 
their respective wards and elected at 
large, and one of whom is an alder- 
man nominated and elected at large. 
.omination of councilmen is not re- 
quired by law under the present 
charter. It is merely a rule of the 
city executive committee, which can 
be changed at any time. It hangs by 
a thread which is dangerously easy to 
ver. 

Utilities desiring franchises, or ex- 
tensions or modifications of fran- 
chises, are given the opportunity of 
Controlling one-third of the present 
city council by city-wide election of 
aldermen; and the opportunity of con- 
trolling the other two-thirds by in- 
ducing the city executive committee to 
change to city-wide nomination of 
councilmen, 

Veto Power. 

Franchises under the present char- 
ter are safeguarded by the mayor's 
veto power and the people’s power of 
referendum. Fifteen per cent of the 
registered voters can, within thirty 
days after the city council grants a 
franchise, bring on an election. ‘These 
. feguards are good, but better ones 
are given by the composite charter. 

Tne Watkins charter gives a council 
of one from each ward, ALL OF 
IHM wLeCivD BY THA CITY 
AT LARGE. Which means that the 
council is openly exposed to domina- 
tion by the utility interests, if they 
want to dominate. 

THERE IS NO VETO POWER 
BY THE MINIATURE WATKINS 
MAYOR OVER ANY ACT OF 
COUNCIL, FRANCHISE OR 
OTHERWISE. 

The Watkins charter gives only 
fifteen days in which to get the sig- 
natures to bring a referendum elec- 
tion on an action of council, This is 
not time enough for the people to 
study the provisions contained in a 
franchise measure. The Watkins 
safeguards are not as good as those 
in the present patchwork charter. 

Rap Watkins Charter. 

It is true that the Watkins charter 
gives council some authority, through 
the comptroller, to examine the books 
of utility companies, but the informa- 
tion thus obtained would be of no 
particular value, since the railroad 
commission already gets it, and the 
railroad commission is the only body 
having authority over utility rates. 
These provisions in the Watkins char- 
ter make a sweet sound, but amount 
to little more. 

The composite charter gives a coun- 
cil of one from each ward, EACH 
ONE ELECTED BY HIS WARD, 
which means that the council is as 
far removed from utility domination 
as the election process can remove it. 

The composite charter makes all 
acts of council, franchise or other- 
wise, subject to veto by the mayor. A 
mayor without a veto, as in the Wat- 
ns charter, might as well not exist. 
‘The composite charter further pro- 
vides that no franchise shall be grant- 
ed, extended or modified for a period 
longer than ten years, WITHOUT 
FIRST OBTAINING THE PEO- 
PLE’S APPROVAL. This is manda- 
tory, whether an election is brought 
on by petition or not. 


Subject to Referendum. 


Franchises granted, extended or 
modified for less than ten years are 
subject to a referendum by petition 
of 15 per cent of the voters WITHIN 
SHIRTY DAYS. 

In other words, under the Watkins 
charter the council can grant or extend 
a franchise in perpetuity and a ref- 
erendu. . must be initiated within fif- 
teen days. 

Under the composite charter the 


council can grant no franchise rights 


for longer than ten years without ob- 
taining the people’s approval, whether 
the people initiate a referendum or 
not. 

The case is plain in this franchise 
matter. There is no room for argu- 
ment that the composite charter safe- 
guards the people infinitely better 
than the present charter or the Wat- 
kins charter.

THE PROTEIN PROBLEM. 


Proteids are complex combinations 
of carbon, hydrogen; oxygen and ni- 
trogen, and sometimes. sulphur or phos- 
phorous or iron, but the nitrogen is 
the element that distinguishes proteid 
substance from other animal or veg- 
etable cell substances. The plants 
seem to have no particular difficulty 
about assimilating their proper ration 
of nitrogen, provided enough of it is 
supplied in the soil. The animals ap- 
pear to get theirs from plants and 
from animal prey. Wild or uncivilized 
man apparently has no protein prob- 
lem, or at any rate such _ scientific 


: studies of uncivilized man as are avail- 


able do not indicate that the wild man 
quarrels with his nitrogenous meta- 
bolism. Civilized or ultra civilized man 
is the unhappy culprit.

Under the constitution of the state, 
where a street railway company de- 
sires to put tracks on any of the 
public streets of a municipality, it is 
necessary to secure the consent of 
such municipality before doing so. 

With regard to other classes of pub. 
lic utilities, such as electric lights, 
gas, etc., if the general assembly by 
special or general law authorizes the 
corporations proposing to operate such 
utilities to oceupy the streets and 
public places of a-municipality, in such 
event such municipality’ has no right to 
prohibit the installation of such utili- 
ties provided they conform to the po- 
lice requirements covering same, 

The city of Atlanta at present pro- 


vides that an applicant for a utility 
franchise shall give notice of such ap- 
plication. by advertisement, at least 
tive times on different dates, in a 
daily newspaper of general circulation 
in the city, which notice shall contain 
a particular description of the lines or 
routes on particular streets. When 
the application comes on to be heard 
in the general council, same is referred 
uu a matter of course to the appropria- 
tion committee having charge of such 
matters, and anyone desiring to be 
heard for or against such application 
can come before this committee and 
is offered every opportunity to fully 
urge his position. 
Goes to City Council. 

The Committee thereupon makes a 
report, either favorably or unfavor- 
ably, upon the application and it is 
then read in council. If the council 
rejects such application, that is an end 
to the matter. If they grant such ap- 
Plication, they can only do so by sep- 
arate vote of the councilmen and alder- 
men voting as distinct legislative 
bodies. 

The mayor has the right to veto 
any grant of a franchise. Of course 
the council may override the mayor's 
veto, but if this is undertaken, it 
must be by two-thirds vote of the 
councilmen and aldermen, voting in 
the same way, namely, as distinct leg- 
islative bodies. It will thus be seen 
that every possible safeguard is thrown 
around the granting of franchises. In 
addition to the other safeguards men- 
tioned, any two councilmen can hold 
the matter up till the next regular 
meeting of council, and when the mat- 
ter comes to the aldermanie board 
any one alderman can hold it up for 
an additional two weeks, this being 
before the question ever gets to the 
mayor for his approval or disapproval. 
And in addition to all this the refer- 
endum is provided under which a vote 
of the people ean be had on any fran- 
chise when so desired. 

As to the provisions in the Choate 
and Watkins charters as to franchises, 
it is well to bear in mind that the 
publie tility companies already in p- 
eration and already occupying our 
streets, now cover practically the en- 
tire city, and this is necessarily true 
if the whole city is to be served, and 
it would seem advisable to consider 
whether it would be wise to make 
further grants to new and competing 
companies too difficult and too bur- 
densome. Tue present 
would naturally wish the grants to 
such new companies made just as bur- 
densom,: and just as difficult as pos- 
s.ble, and would naturally welcome 
and approve any provisions in poten- 
tial new charters that would make the 
granting o. franchises difficult or that 
would render such franchises if grant- 
ed less valuable and less desirable. 

Tax Will Be Larger. 

We wish to call attention to the 
fact that the city is now collecting an 
annual tax of 2 per cent on the gross 
receipts of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, and in 1925 this tax 
will automatically be increased to 3 
per cent on such gross receipts each 
year. This tax amounts to a very 
large sum each year, and after 1924 
the annual payments will be largely 
i..creased. his tax was provided for 
many years ago under our present 
form of government. Does this look 
like inefficiency or waste or neglect of 
the public interests? 

It could be very reasonably charged 
that the franchise provisions of the 
Choate and Watkins charters were 
simply inserted with the hope 1 
ing votes. As a practical question, 1 
view of the fact that the streets are 
now, and have been for many years, 
already occupied all over the city, any 
consideration of new grants and new 
franchises is of very little interest and 
the question is mainly academic in 
character. 

The people are not at all uneasy as 
to our present form of government 
delivering the city over to the big utili- 
ty corporations. If any such danger 
existed it would be far greater under 
a highly concentrated form of charter 
than under our present form, and this 
fact will be readily understood by any 
one who will even casually consider the 
question.

No. 92—Attaching Rope to Swinging 


Materials needed: Old buggy wheel 
ana tough rope. 

Yesterday you were shown the 
swinging wheel as a muscle maker. 


Here we have five different ways of 
attaching rope to the wheel. 

Fig. 1, ropes slip-knotted to spokes 
near hub and connected at upper 
end to main ropes. Fig. 2, ropes at- 
tached to rim and spokes loop fash- 
ion. Fig. 3, long bolt passed through 
block of wood and through hub open- 
ing, and bent to receive main ropes. 
Wooden strips should be driven into 
hub currounding the bolt to tighten 
it. Fig. 4, ropes simply looped around 
spokes. Fig. 5, main ropes pas 
down through hub and hitched over 
spokes. This is done by taking a 
Jingle end of the rope through the 
hub, around a spoke and back up 
through the hub. Repeat the opera- 
tion tor each spoke to be looped. This 
takes a long rope, but offers more 
strands for twisting.

In contrast to the crystal type of detector the vacuum tube offers 
The crystal requires’ careful adjustment in order 
to receive signals of maximum strength and the adjustment lacks the 
stability which the vacuum tube afords. For receiving the highly spe- 
cialized broadcasting features, transmitted on a wave length of 360 
meters, the crystal type of detector offers a limited range. Local con- 
ditions have considerable bearing on results obtained from the crystal 
detector but it may be said in general that it affords a satisfactory means 
of signal reception within a radius of from five to twenty-five miles. 
The vacuum tube detector, on the other hand, offers the 
vantages of increased range, intensified signals and stability of adjust- 
ment. Just as in the case of the crystal detector, local conditions influ- 
ence the range of reception but in general the substitution of a single 
vacuum tube as a detector in place of the crystal may result in the re 
ception of signals within a range of from ten to one hundred miles.

At $9.25, Highest Price 
In Twelve-Month Period 


BY MARION KENDRICK 

With No. 1 hogs selling at $9.25 per hundredweight Monday, Georgia 
hog prices were at the highest level in more than a year. No. 2 hogs 
were quoted at $9.00; No. 3s at $8.00, and No. 4s at $7.00 per hundred- 
weight. The new high prices resulted from light receipts, improvement 
in the quality of hogs being offered for sale and an inc ed demand 
throughout the country, according to Atlanta live stock dealers. 

In July, 1921, hog prices started to rising, and soon reached $9.00 
per hundred weight. During September, however, a decline continued 
until No. 1 hogs were quoted at 5 1-2 cents per pound in December. 
Flooding of the market with a poor quality of hogs and a decided de- 
crease in demand, as well as current business conditions, were respon- 
sible for the slump. Since January quotations have improved steadily, 
with exception of a few short periods. 

“T have just returned from Chicago and other live stock centers,” 
said W. H. White, Jr., president of the White Provision company, of 
Atlanta, last night, “and I was greatly impressed with improved busi- 
ness conditions. The demand for hogs and other live stock has increased 
steadily, while experts report that there has been a decided improve- 
ment in the quality of hogs offered in the south. 

“This has been brought about by the educational methods used by 
our state college of agriculture instructors and agents and experts of 
private enterprises. I have noticed that Georgia farmers are showing 
much interest in efforts being made to outline the best methods of 
growing hogs and finishing them for marketing. This is especially 
true in Colquitt, Bleckley, Sumter and Laurens counties, where the live 


stock industry is being developed on a large scale. 

“The new high levels in hog prices give more strong proof of busi- 
ness improvement, and should prove encouraging to Georgia farmers 
who are turning away from cotton and adopting diversified programs,” 
he 


said. 


NEW HIGH LEVELS 
RECORDED IN COTTON. 

Monday was a day of advances in 
the cotton market as a result of a 
continuance of unfavorbale weather 
conditions through the week-end, 
causing further apprehension of a 
small crop. and an increased demand. 
Atlanta spots responded to the move- 
ment in futures, which recorded gains 
of approximately $4 per bale, and 
shot upward 65 ppints to 18.75c, or 
$3.25 a bale. This is the highest price 
quoted in Atlanta since December 27, 
5021, when the same figure was reg- 
istered. 

In the New York market losses of 
last week were recovered and new 
highs’ established. October sold 
up to 19.57c and closed at 19.53c. The 
general close was firm at a net ad- 
vance of 58 to 79 points. Realizing 
near the close caused a slight decline. 
Increased spot business was reported 
from eastern, western and southern 
market centers. New York spots were 
at 20.15¢. , 

In New Orieans. 

The same ruling conditions sent 
New Orleans cotton to its highest 
point during late trading, when ad- 
vances of 82 to 84 points were regis- 
tered. This represented a gain of 
more than $4 per bale. All contract 
months reached new high levels for 
the present upward movement. July 
registered at 19.07c with October at 
19.llc. Net gains of 74 to 78 points 
were effective with the close. New 
Orleans spots were at 18.50c.

“The school question is the most im- 
portant thing before you,” he stated. 
„We can afford to bump over the 
streets, but if our children grow up 
in ignorance nothing can turn back 
the time and educate them.“ 

Scores Present Charter. 

In his ten minutes’ speech of rebut- 
tal following Me. Pomeroy and Mr. 
Nutting, the speaker 8 that the 
old charter is “rotten... He also de- 
clared that Herbert E. Choate sells 
shoes and “knows no more about writ- 
ing charters than the man in the 
moon.” He said Mayor Kéy is ask- 
ing th: people to elect him city man- 
ager by voting for the Choate charter.

Natchez, Miss. May 8.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The levee protect- 
ing the old portion of Jonesville, La., 
about two-thirds of the town, broke 
today. The new section outside the 
levee was 1 flooded, Ihe water 
is reported to be from two to four feet 
deep in the streets of the town. 
Jonesville is in Catahoula parish on 
Biack river, and has a population of 
about 1,500. | 

Following the crevasse in the Mis- 
sissippi levee above Ferriday, La., a 
hard fight was made at Jonesville to 
build up the private levees protecting 
the main portion of the town ahead 
o the rising waters, which have been 
coming up at the rate of four inches 
a day. Sacks and filood-fight ma- 
terial were rushed from Rhinehart, 
the nearest point of railroad commu- 
nication, and every available man was 
put to work. Residents of the town 
had been apprehensive for several! 
days that the dike could not be held. 

Relief Boat Sent. 


Arrangements have been made to 
send a steamboat with supplies suf- 
ficient to last for two weeks to the 
429 refugees marooned at Artonish, 
Miss. When a survey of conditions 
in other sections of the parish and 
also for the lower part of Tensas par- 


ish. 

All People Out. 
} Practically all of the people who 
are willing to leave their homes have 
been taken out of the area inundated 
by the Weecama crevasse. 

The Mississippi river is still on a 
stand here at a stage of 53 feet. 
The gap in the levee caused by the 
crevasses has not widened to any 
great extent for several days and the 
swiftness of the current going through 
has greatly decreased.

The Russian delegation, in a state- 
ment, hotly attacked the French and 
Belgian delegations, without naming 
them, for saying that Russia’s failure 
to accept the allied proposals will 
wreck the conference. The Russians 
dwell on the fact that neither France 
nor Belgium a to the document 
they now ask Russia to sign. 

e Russians referred “to certain 
delegations who are trying to preju- 
dice public opinion, predicting fail- 
ure of the conference if Russia does 
not accept the ultimatum,” adding 
that “the very powers who demand 
unconditional acceptance of the mem- 
orandum entirely disassociate them- 
selves from the memorandum,” by re- 
fusing to accept the private-property 
clause. 

‘The Russians charge that the pow- 
ers who tried to wreck the confer- 
ence unless the Russo-German treaty 
was renounced and are now attempt- 
ing to subordinate European politics 
to group control, again imperil the 
conference by demanding a prejudicial
